But while vrc have poaiesiHid lemturis] ad- 
vantage, more uhundaiit tliun the utmo.l am- 
bition of aralwucn and philanthroput* could 
covet, we have been slow to uas thasa for any 
purpose of romprthensivp pedicy ut eiimpre- 
hcntive philanthropy. VTe hare never — till 
within the last seven year* — aueaapted to co- 
lonise. Wa have trusted to the principle ut* 
lsis*./*rj tu do thai which could not be donaj 
at all without individual enterprise, but which 
Individual enterprise, imaa.iaied and alone, | 
never yet completely performed. We have 
left il to the land-jobber and the low .pecu- 
lator -to aniall eompauin, poorly supplied 
with capital mid mure poorly mpplied wiih 
diacrelion to undertake an otHce which re- 
quirea tha higheat qualities of .tale*aunj*hip. 
The cortaequtilic* haa laeen what might have 
been eiprrted from auch condition.. Our de- 
pendencies hsvc mainly been settled by 
thnae whose imturnre in Ihe palrut autc waa 
luckily too small to be generally or prrtua. 
nently injurioua, but was not, thercfure, the 
less likely lo hurt a young settlement —by the 
the uneducated, the ignorant, the prejudiced 
—men, not only with coarse manners, which 
are not ta peeuliuly objectionable in un. 
subdued foresU or untitled prairie., but 
with morals and princijdes of the lowest 
kind, - men who leave nut only been illite- 
rate snd vulgar, hut have combined also a 
reckleaanesB Slid an audacity which dliterat 
vulgarity render, more daring and more 
dangerous. That from auch a Block should 
■prjng a generation of men cherishing the 
principles which are prised, and :b ■ fvelings 
which are culUvated, and the loyalty which 
ia avowed by the edurated and aubstsntisl 
clsasea of Kagkuul, waa beyond the limlu 
of heme. Il was equally improbable that 
the few settlers nf reSnement and educa- 
tion ■honld he able to leaven the maai or 
ignorance, coarseness, and depravity. Thus 
the ample domains of the Canada* and 
Nova Hcotia have been disproportionately 
peopled hy those elaaaea who were thu least 
deepened and the least able lo transmit what 
we call English principles to their auecsa- 
aora. On the very conduce of a kindred, 
but rival democracy, we have aaai.ted in 
plantina; a race of men Indifferent te our 
(iralitutiuna, and, many of them, diaarTected 
tu the mtiih.r euuuiry. Of that vast por- 
tion of (he globe which owns our anay on 
the South Pacific, wr have ourselves blighted 
the curly promise hy our penal tmupomtion ; 
snd ham tluudnd the pronpecla of a young and 
vigorous society by Ihc dark incubus of a felon 
graft. We sra now lie ginning to awaken to a 
cimu.'iouancaa of our mia management and our 
duties. Efforts an now made to redeem the 
sins of the pdst bv providing for the fhture, ; 
anil governmenU .have shown a disposition to 
do in Vew Zealand what no governments ever 
cared to do iu the older settlements of Austra- 
lia, the Caiudea, or the Cape. 

We hope tlial Ihc KuccuUve amy profit by a 
hitter «nl a eoatly ouperience, and thai it will, 
ul least, avoid those error, which have pmreil 
so perniciou. hefore, even if It be unable to strike 
out at onco an original and unexceptionable 
mode nf colonisation, tjume ol these it will be 
easy to indicate. Let not nanu of land be 
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effective Ktvice, There waa no occasion tu 
abolish transportation at one*, aa a punish. 
Burnt i and all the Judaea of Great flriuin 
and Inland hud, he believed, unanimouily 
declared themselves sdrerac to ita abolition, 
lie blamed leord tlrcy forlwopninU eonnected 
with this new scheme.
